Crowding the Long Bock Which Runs 
Out from Pert Tampa 


OFFICERS AND MEN HARD WORKED 


Full List of the Transports and the 
Warships—Commanding Generals 
Each Provided with a Flag- 
ship—Out Into the 
‘Water.

Port Tampa, Fla., June 13.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—The long night which has 
just broken int*> a dull and misty dawn 
has been one which the. 20,000 men cooped 
up on the trahsports here and the scores of 
weening women on the wharves will never 
forget. The order to sail reached the offi- 
cers ‘at noon yesterday and in an incredibly 
ehort time it spread among the men, 80 
that by 1 o’clock everybody knew that the 
weary weeks of waiting were to end in 
activity at least. The big fleet of vessels 
which were selected long ago to carry the 
invading army to Cuba rolled lazily in the 
gentle current of the harbor, or rocked at 
the long landing dock on which this curi- 
ous little seaport is built. In their rigging 
and on their decks there swarmed a busy, 
eager-faced, restless lot of human beings 
who looked in the immensity of their 
crowded numbers for all the world like flies 
on splashes of molasses. . 

From the camp at Tampa and the Tampa 
Bay hotel every train poured crowds upon 
the already crowded docks and everywhere 
there was confusion beside which Bediam 
would appear anesthetic. Officers grushed 
about, falling over each other’s feet and 
entangling their swords, while droves of 


privates forced their way aimlessly in all 


directions. Between the shore and the 
transports small boats and launches passed 
and repassed, carrying out all sorts of car- 
goes and bringing all sorts of cargoes back. 
Trains came and went, snorting, steaming 


_and hissing as they loaded guns and am- 
“munition and hospital stores and ambu- 


lances and mules along the wharf’ line. 
Above it all the rain fell drearily and now 
and then a sharp crack of thunder jarred 


the pile foundation on which the port rests. 


Tears and Farewells. 
On the broad porches in front of the Inn 
the women were gathered in tearful groups. 


_ Some of them had come many hundreds of 


miles to say goodby to husbands and broth- 
ers and sweethearts and fathers; some had 
come without any clothes except such as 
they wore; some bravely, some hopelessly— 
all with damp eyes and trembly voices. As 
the afternoon passed and the officers con- 
cluded all their official arrangements for 
departure they came one by one to the Inn 
and by dark the porches ‘were packed with 
little groups, most of them with arms en- 
twined. It was not a scene to be illumi- 
nated for the public gaze and nature took 
her own way of throwing” secrecy 
about it. A bolt of Ightning struck 
the dynamo at  half-past 8 o'clock 
and put out every light in 
the little village. 

Then followed the experience which, as 
I said im the beginning, will live forever 
in the minds of those who lived through 
it. As the lights went out the wind came 
up and the rain poured down in a constant- 
ly increasing volume. The thunder roared 
and racked and rumbled, and through the 
darkness came flashes of intense light at 
intervals—light which lit up everything for 
miles around with a weird and wonderful 
brilliancy. The men who had rolled them- 
selves up in their blankets and sought 
slumber bemeath the railroad sheds awoke 
in terror and huddled together out of sheer 
fright. The small boats and launches scut- 
tled for shore and the thousands of lights 
on the transports’ looked dim gnd indistinct 
out in the harbor. It seemed as though 


there was a fierce and terrible conflict of 


the elements just overhead and no war 
that mankind can ever indulge in will 
awake so much awe in those who have only 
to look on and listen. 
Preparations Held Back. 
It was impossible to proceed with the 
preparations for departure while the’ storm 


' raged, and so everybody sat and shivered 
. in the hotel corridors and on the porches, 


It was impossible even to keep dry. The 
rain fell in sheets and the wind swirled 
first one way and then another. “The ladies’ 
white dresses became limp and shapeless 
and the men’s uniforms dripped water as 
they walked about. But everybody stood or 
sat very close together and the only sound 


that rose above the storm was 4 sdb now ! 


and then that could not be suppressed. 
Some of the unhappy women that were to 
left behind grew hysterical in the terror 
of their position and many a last goodby 
was said in an incohérent and irrepressible 
burst of tears. 
Shortly after midnight the rain lessened 
somewhat and the little groups tegan to 


Ps ~eiel up here and there. The women clung 


ship the early 


to their broad-shouldered husbands and‘ 
fused to be comforted by the oft repeated 
assurance of a speedy return. Many went 
down to the wharf to catch a last giimpse 
of loved ones, and as the. tenders pulled 
out in the darkness toward the transports 
they stood and strained their eyes into the 
darkness, oblivious alike to the wind and 
rain. Some groups stayed up all night, 
sitting in the dryest places they could find, 
and even thosé lucky ones who had rooms 
aid not go to bed at all. It was a very 
long, a very sad and a very memorable 
night. To those of us who were spectators 
only there came but one pleasant reflection, 
and that was the thought of the joy that 
will mark the reunions soon to be. 
_ All Ready To Fight. 

For no one now believes that the war is 
going to last long. The officers who are 
commanding the army of invasion do not 
think so. The men in the ranks do not 
think so. Major General Nelson A. Miles 
does not thjnk so. On every hand today 
one hears expressed the belief that from 
now on the army and the navy are both 
going to strike swift and hard and often, 
and that there will be no longer any let-up 
in the severity of the campaign until Cuba 
and Porto Rico both fall. Just how the 
troops that are now embarked will be 
placed no one outside of official circles 
seems to know, but I think that the first 
step will be to take Guantanamo, the second 
to take Gantiago, and the third to take 
Porto Rico. So far as power to do harm 
is concerned, Havana is already ours. 

A list of the transport ships has already 
been published in The Constitution, and it 
was in the main correct. There were 
thirty-two in the beginning, but two—the 
Florida and Miami—have since been dis- 
abled, reducing the number to thirty. The 
expedition is composed of infantry, cavalry, 
artillery, engineers and a signal corps. The 
infantry consists of twenty-seven, regi- 
ments, sixteen regulars and eleven volun- 
teers, as follows: 

Of the regular regiments, the First, Sec- 
ond, Fourth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, 
Tenth, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Twenty-first, Twenty-second, 
Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth. Of the 
volunteer regiments there are the Seventy- 
first INew York, Thirty-second Michigan, 
First and Fifth Ohio, Second New York, 
First District of Columbia, Fifth Maryland, 
One Hundred and Fifty-seventh Indiana, 
Third Ohio, Second Massachusetts and the 
(Third (Pennsylvania. The total infantry 
force is 21,600. In addition there is a bat- 
talion of engineers, a detachment of the 
signal corps, five squadrons of cavalry, four 
batteries of light artillery and two batter- 
ies of heavy artillery.

None 
of the officers wore anything but their 
plainest uniforms an@ for the most part 
they were a-rusty and disheveled looking 
lot. The privates, with eyes red and 
Swollen from lack of sleep, looked even 
worse than their superiors. 

Finding it impossible to get on board 
their boats during the storm, hundreds of 


men-curled themselves up in nooks and. 


corners of the wharf to pass the night. 
At least a thousand slept—or tried to sleep 
—under the scanty shelter of the railroad 
sheds, and when they turned out in the 
morning they looked like wharf rats much 
But they went out on 
board the transports with no word of com- 
plaint, and their action was another evi- 
dence of the fact that the American gol- 
dier, elther- regular or volunteer, is a 
long-suffering animal. In his experience at 
Tampa he has been tested to-a limit that 
would break the patience of most men, 
but his patriotism has never faltered. He 
has his own ideas of equity, however, and 
when the war is over he will have some- 
thing to say. It will not help him partic- 
ularly, but it will go a long ways toward 
making it impossible for his children or 
hig children’s ’children ever to endure a 
similar. experience. 
Last Letters Home. 

With the first rays of light that struggled 
through the mz of the eastern horizon 
the boys beneath the sheds came strag- 
gling down to the inn, and borrowed paper 
and envelopes from the guests. Then they 
crouched along the rail and scribbled let- 
ters home, each one trying to crowd as 
much ag possible into his last epistle before 
Sailing. The ladies whose husbands had 
been called out on the trahsports stood on 
the rocks and looked at the big biack 
bulks, hoping against hope to catch a 
\jglimpse of a familiar, face. Everywhere 
was the sorrow of parting, and nowhere 
was there a touch of joy. It was the 
boys’ first view of the darker side of war. 

At 8 o’clock the vessels began to get up 
steam, and one by one they dropped down 
to the lower bay, the Matteawan 
being the first to get away. The Olivette 
followed, and then came the Yucatan, on 
which Hallet Alsop Borrowe, of New 
York, has just been placed with the new 
dynamite gun. He is to operate it, and 
Miles has given him fourteen men to help, 
but jt is risky business. On the protest 
of the officers that gun ang its dangerous 
ammunition have already been put off 
four other boats. The break of day dis- 
closed the fact that transport No. 26 had 
been put out of commission.by the storm 
last night. Her cables were torn apart 
and she is jammed endways in the canal. 

The special train which left Jersey City 


with trenching tools for the invaders haSe 


not yet arrived and may hold back the 
fleet a little. It is possible one vessel will 
be assigned to wait for them, joining the 
others at Key West. We could see tremen- 
dous searchlights playing olftt in the gulf 
and there 
is every reason to believe that a consider- 
able bunch of our warships are out there 
waiting for the transports. One of them 
is said to be the battleship Indiana, and, 
if this is so, Captain Taylor will very prob- 
ably command the great aggregation of 
boats and men that will be moving on 
Cuba at a eleven-knot gait by the time this 
reaches you.

CUSTOMERS T0 PAY 
50 BANKERS SAY 


Georgia Bankers’ Association Closes Up 
Its Work. 


COLLECTION OF THE’ TAX 


It Is Decided Customers Should Bear 
Their Part of the Revenue. 


THERE IS A LOOPHOLE FOR ESCAPE 


Officers for the Next Year Are Tnen 
Elected—Selection of Next Place 
of Meeting Is Postponed. 


Savannah, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—The 
customer must pay the tax. 

That is the conclusion the bankers came 
to toddy while in the last hours of their 
convention, enjoying the cool breezes of 
Tybee. 

The matter came up during the bankers’ 
experience meeting, during which five 
minutes’ talk was allowed from any mem- 
ber. Mr. E. H. Thornton, of the Neal Loan 
and Banking Company, of Atlanta, was 
the first to take the floor, and during his 
remarks called attention to the new war 
tax measure which requires a ‘pcent stamp 
on each check, draft, bill of exchange, cer- 
tificate of deposit, or similar paper. Mr. 
Thornton said he thought the association 
should take some cognizance of the matter. 

Several bankers who followed Mr. Thorn- 
ton disagreed with him. They considered 
the matter one t@ be attended to entirely 
by the local banks, and did not think the 
association should deal with it in any way. 

Mr. Joseph A. McCord, of Atlanta, agreed 
with them to a certain extent, but was 
satisfied the customer would have to pay 
for the check stamp. 

Mr. L. C. Hayne, of Augusta, said he 
considered it would be well for the associa- 
tion to put itself on record on this sub- 
ject. While the local banks could attend 
to the matter, hs considered it would be 
wise for the association to pave the way 
for them by adopting resolutions bearing 
on the subject. He moved that the policy 
of banks which are members of the asso- 
ciation be to require all their customers to 
put the necessary government stamps on 
their checks. Other discussion followed, 
and Mr. B. W. Hunt meved that the mat- 
ter be referred to the executive council. 
There were several] other motions on this 
lin involving considerable discussion. There 
was no doubt in the minds of the bankers 
that the customers should be made to pay 
the aax. 

Resolutions Passed. 

Finally the following resolution was of- 
fered and unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, That as the government re- 
quires makers to stamp all checks, bills of 
exchange, notes, etc., that each member 
of this association so inform his customers 
and urge their cheerful compliance.” 

This means that the customers will all be 
cilled on for the tax. The resolution is 
so worded, however, that the banks do not 
have to force it, and there is a loophole 
for banks which might have strong com- 
petition against them to meet it by fur- 


nishing themselves the stamps which their. 


customers use. The majority .of the bank- 
erg said, however, that they. intended to 
have their customers furnish| the stamps, 
and one banker. Mr. J. G. Rhea. of Griffin, 
said he intended to act just as he did after 
the “war, ffurnishing books of stamped 
checks in numbers of 100 for $2.25, which 
is $2 for the stamps and 26 cents for the 


“checks.

Rome extended an invitation to the 
asscciation to come there next year but 
the matter was left to the executive coun- 
cil. It was decided to secure railroad rates 


first and then select a place of meeting af-' 


terwards so as to see if a more advanta- 
geous railroad rate cannot be secured.. 

The convention then adjourned, and the 
bankers were taken ont to the Savannah 
Yacht Club this afternoon, where they 
were royally entertained with a fish and 
crab lunch until the departure of the night 
trains. Quite a number of the bankers will 
remain at Tybee for a two or three days’ 
outing. 


IS NOT A CASE OF SMALLPOX. 


Young Dugas Only Has a Bad Case of 
Sumburn. 

Augusta, Ga., June 16.—(Special)—The 
family and friends of Dr. George C. Dugas 
are greatly relieved today by the official 
statement of the president of the board of 
health and four consulting physicians that 
Dr. Dugas’s son Louis is not ill with small- 
pox. It seems that young Dugas went 
with some boys swimming last Saturday 
and played in the water in the hot sun for 
an hour or two. In a day or two he devel- 
oped high fever and was broken out all 
over with blisters. The fact that his father 
is a physician at the pesthouse suggested 
that it was smallpox. To be on the safe 
side, the house was quarantined and the 
case was closely watched for two or three 
days. Today the doctors abolished the 
quarantine and pronounced it a case of 
pemphigus. The few cases of smallpox 
that have been brought to Augusta have 
been promptly located and sent to the pest- 
house and the board of health says there 
is no danger of a spread of the disease. 

The Jefferson Club received a telegram 
from Hien. John Temple Graves this af- 
ternoon announcing his acceptance of the 
club’s invitation to deliver the Fourth of 
July oration this year in Augusta. Judge 
Emory Speer was the club’s orator-a year 
ago. It is not a political or party club, but 
a patriotic organization for the purpose of 
celebrating national independence day and 
encouraging a high order of citizenship.

A Word to the Wise. 

We referred yesterday to the ill-ad- 
vised democratic caucus in regard to 
the question of annexing Hawaii. It 
is folly to try to make a party matter 
of a question on which democrats are 
divided. It has not been made a party 
question by the caucus, but the escape 
was very narrow. We doubt very cap- 
itally whether the vote of the democrats 
in the house represents the democratic 
attitude on the subject. We doubt very 
much whether the people at large have 
made up their minds about it. 

On the other hand, nobody .has an- 
swered Senator Morgan’s argu ts in 
favor of annexation, and Morgan is a 
democrat of the old school. . 

The democrats of the country have 
deliberately committed themselves to 
this war, and they cannot, with justice 
to themselves or their party, oppose any 
policy, offensive or defensive, ‘simply 
because the republicans-favor it. 4#To do 
this would be to walk in the way of 
folly, and the democrats of the country 
wili not permit their congressmen to 
commit them to any such course. 

We have not favored the annexation 
of Hawaii, nor have we opposed it, but 
what democratic principle is violated 
by its annexation? So far as demo- 
cratic tradition is concerned, it commits 
the party to the acquisition of €rritory 
right and left; and the principle of ac- 
quisition is the same whether the terri- 
tory is next door or whether it is in the 
middie of the deep sea. Hawaii is closer 
to New York by several days’ journey 
than California was when the United 
States acquired it, 

General Grant used to say that the 
democratic leaders could be depended on 
to kick the milk-pail over at just the 
right time to please their opponents, and 
events go far to justify the statement; 
but there are too many interests at stake 
for the party at large to make a mistake.

Young Mr. Joseph Leiter has at length 
realized to his profound sorrow that man 
cannot trifle with fate. Everything 
seemed to play into his hands at one 
time, and naturally he felt that success 
belonged to him; but from the dream of 
millions in which he has reveled for the 
past few months he has suddenly start- 
ed up at the unexpected drop in wheat to 
find himelf much poorer than when he 
first set ouf upon his brilliant career of 
speculation. 

When the announcement was made 
recently that the young Chicago 
wheat king had forced the price of wheat 
to $1.85 per bushel, it was figured that 
he would probably retire from the mar- 
két with something like $8,000,000 in his 
pocket. On both sides of the globe he 
was lookéd upon with undisguised re- 
spect for accomplishing.what seemed to 
be the most colossal stroke of genius 
undertaken in the present generation. 
That the bold enterprise could fail by 
any possibility none suspected, and in 
the popular mind the young Chicago 
wheat king was invested with the wealth 
of a ‘Monte Cristo. But the demon of 
speculation is remorseless; and just at 
the time when it appeared that the sea- 
son had arrived for the fabulous sum of 
money accruing from the wheat deal to 
be realized, the price of the commodity 
commenced to drop, taking with it the 
supposed gains of yeung Mr. Leiter and 
involving himinthe additional loss of 
$3,000,000. We do not undertake to 
conjecture what limit the disaster might 
have reached had not the parental 
clutches of old Mr. Leiter seized upo 
the arm of his venturesome young heir, 
making it necessary for him, to suspend 
operations at once. 

In order to point the moral involved 
in the hapless manipulations of this ill- 
starred young Napoleon of finance, it is 
best to go back and review briefly the 
circumstances of the deal. 

With the millions of his.father back of 
him young Mr. Leiter entered the Wheat 
market early in April, 1897. He rea- 
soned, on account of the comparatively 
small area of the world’s wheat crop, 
together with other conditions, that 
prices would inevitably mse in time. 
and that immense profits could be real- 
ized from the purchase of large supplies 
of wheat. Whether or not he meant to 
corner the market for the purpose of 
forcing prices, it certainly looked at 
one time as if his operations were des- 


tined to havesthat res _His first one 
| 70 5-8 cents, and his second 500,000 | 
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eis at 603-4 cents. Before completing 
his ar een ae | he had 
several million Dushels, most of which 
were delivered to him at spot cash 
prices. Of course this process was cal- 
culated to increase prices, but ‘other in- 
fluences contributed to bring about this 
same result, Drought in eastern coun- 
tries gave rise to the opinion which be- 
came current throughout the world’s 
market that the aggregate of wheat pro- 
duced for the year 1897 would be much 
smaller than was first supposed: ana 
moreover, the outbreak of war between 
Spain and the United States two months 
ago promised to materially increase the 
demand for wheat. Steadily prices 
mounted, until the limit of $1.85 per 
bushel was reached; then they com- 
menced to decline rapidly. One of the 
leading factors in bringing about this 
downward movement was the disclosure 
that the foreign wheat crop was much 
larger than it promised to be, and that 
nature was fully able to discount the. 
plans of young Mr. Leiter. In his Amer- 
ican, as well as his European inter- 
ests, the young Napoleon of finance suf- 
fered heavy losses which he would have 
endeavored to recoup had he been able 
to induce his father to put up the need- 
ed cash; but faifing in this attempt, he 
could do nothing more than close out 
matters. 
polite language that he “trusted” his 
holdings—this means that he was 
obliged to throw up the sponge for the 
benefit of his creditors. Thus it is that 
grief has overtaken the young Chicago 


wheat king who, urged on by the demon , 


of speculation, sought to enrich himself 
at the expense of the destitute and fam- 
ine-stricken millions. 

The-lesson which this prodigious fail- 
ure teaches fs that the beaten path of 
sober industry is the only one which the 
young men of this country can safely 
tread. If the young Chicago wheat 
king, with millions ‘in his purse and 
with opportunities unequaled for pur- 
poses of gambling, failed to carry out 
his money-making scheme, then how f3 
it possible for young men in humbler 
spheres of life to succeed in speculative 
ventures? Young Mr. [eiter’s disaster 
will prove of untold benefit to the coun- 
try if it succeeds in deterring the young 
men of the. country from embarking in 
precarious enterprises. Success in the 
truest definition of the term comes only 
through hard work, inspired by right 
principles. Gamblers almost invariably 
suffer the punishment which has over- 
taken young Mr. Leiter. 


German Colonists for Georgia. 

The recent purchase by a Chicago 
capitalist of a large tract of land, on 
the Southern railway near Baxley, in 
this state, for immediate occupation by 
a large colony of German farmers from 
Illinois, is an encouraging indication of 
progress. 

Germans make splendid colonists. 
They are home-makers and home-lovers. 
In every land where they have settled 
they have made a fine record as thrifty, 
industrious, moral and law-abiding citi- 
zens. While they love their native 
country, they h&ve shown a wonderful 
willingness and readiness to adapt them- 
selves to new conditions, and when they 
establish themselves in a ne home 
they at once proceed to identify them- 
selves with their neighbors, and they 
soon become the intelligent and loyal 
supporters of the institutfons around 
them. ' 

The sturdy immigrants of this admir- 
able rece have‘largely contributed to the 
develoygnent and prosperity of the great 
west. ‘They had to contend with an 
unfavorable climate and with many 
other obstacles, but their intelligence, 
energy and patience enabled them to tri- 
umph over the adverse forces of nature. 
and their busy hands have turned the 
arid waste places of the continent into 
picturesque garden spots. 

Here in Georgia these colonists will 
be heartily welcomed, and they will, find 
themselves surrounded by neighbors 
who will gladly lend them a helping 
hand whenever they may need it. Thou- 
sands of Germans at various times/ave 
settled in every southern stat@® from 
Maryland to Texas, and, as a rule, they 
have been mof successful than any 
other class of foreign settlers. With 
very few exceptions, they have content- 
edly aceepted their lot in life, and have 
made the best of it without kicking or 
grumbling. 

These people get in touch with our 
population in a very short time. They 
want law and order, churches, schools, 
morality, industry and the profitable 
development of the material resources 
at their doors. They do not expect or 
demand too much. No people work 
harder or live more economically when 
it is necessary. 

They are easier to Americanize than 
any foreigners speaking a strange lan- 
guage, and their children are so thor- 
oughly American that it is difficult to 
tell the nationality of their parents. 

The Baxley colony will doubtless be a 
successful veriture, and it is to be hoped 
that its establishment will turn a tidal 
wave of German immigration .in this di- 
rection. There is plenty of room for 
such settlers in Georgia, and a comfort- 
able living for them. The right kind 
of immigrants will never be too nt-~ 
merous, and their prosperity cannot fail 
to benefit the state and the people gen- 
erally.

During the afternoon the candidates were 
questioned on the subjects of church his- 
tory, sacraments and church government, 
all of which examinations were sustained, 
and Mr. Stokes read a popular lecture, 
which was approved as part of the trial. 
Mr. Clotfelter was to have read his lec- 
ture at the afternoon session, but was ex- 
cused until the session at night. 

The candidates also stood examinations in 
Latin and Greek and the meeting then ad- 
journed until night, when sermons from 
both were to be heard and passed upon.

Mr. Clotfelter delivered his sermom first, 
and was followed by Mr. Stokes, and then 
the former, at the request of one of the 
members, read the lecture that had been 
omitted at the afternoon session. 

Dr. Rice, after the delivery of the ser- 
mons, conferred licensures upon both camn- 
didates and completed the ceremony with 
an effective prayer.

Fulton Then Wanted Nesbitt, but This

THREE SESSIONS YESTERDAY FAIL- 
~d to break the deadlock of the democratic 
Senatorial convention for the thirty-fifth 
district. | 

The Fulton county delegation made stren- 
vous efforts to get the delegations from 
Cobb and Clayton counties to agree to some 
. Proposition which would result in a re- 
vision of the rotation system and the nomi- 
nation of a senator, but these two delega- 
tions would agree to nothing offered by 
Fulton and would offer nothing themselves, 
except one resolution, which was passed, 
and the name of Mr. Moziley. 

Fulton county agreed to vote for any 
man Cobb county would name, with the 
exception of Mr. Mozley, if Cobdb and Clay- 
to nwould in turn pass resolutions changing 
the present rotation System so that Fulton 
would get four, Cobb two and Clayton one. 

Clayton would not agree to this, and Cobb 
stood by her. Fulton then attached to the 
resolutions the name of Colonel] R. T. 
Nesbitt, the present commissioner of agri- 
culture, as the nominee, and this was voted 

dewn. Fulton then asked Cobb if she 
would vote for the resolution with Mozley’s 
Mame attached to it, and this was turned 
down./ 

The morning session and the first session 
of the afternoon of the convention was very 
harmonious except on the matter of nom- 
inating a senator. But the third session, 
which met at 4:30 o’clock and lasted three 
hours, was particularly hot, and was 
notable for the large number of conferertces 
and many @eeches. At times the debate 
was very warm and questions were fired 
from one delegation to’ the other with 
lightning rapidity: All of this resulted in 
nothing, and at the adjournment the con- 
vention was no nearer a solution of the 
problem before it than when it first met 
last Saturday. 

At one time it looked. as if the conven- 
tion would agree on a nominee, and that 
Cobb and Clayton would agree to arrange 
matters so that if Fulton fails to bécome a 
separate district the rotation system would 
be changed. This light which flashed in on 
the convention was soon extinguished by 
the Clayton delegation, which declared it 
ould not vote for the resolution because it 
was not fair to Clayton county. 

This ended tthe matter, and then the 
wrangling began. The delegates talked 
and Fulton introduced resolutions. The 
votes were always: the same, standing six 
to six. The convention finally saw that it 
Was useless to try to reach a conclusion 
yesterday, and an adjournment was had 
until noon today. 

The morning session of the conventiun 
lasted only a few minutes. A few ballots 
were taken and one or two conferences 
held, and the convention adjourned to meet 
again at 1 o’clock.

When the convention was called to order 
Mr. Morris, of Cobb, who made the original 
suggestion that Fulton be made a separate 
district, took the floor and introduced the 
following resolution, which was seconded 
and passed without discussion: 


“Whereas, Article three, section two, pa- 
- fagraph- itwo, of the constitution of the 
state of Georgia provides that the general 
assembly may change any senatorial dis- 
tricts after each census of the United 
States; and, 

“Whereas, the thirty-fifth congressional 
district is now composed of the counties of 
Fulton, Cobb and Clayton: and, 

‘“‘Whereas, it is proposed: to change said 
district by adding the county of Cobb to 
the thirty-ninth senatorial district, now

Lively Session Held. 

Immediately on the reassembling of the 
convention Mr. Howell took the floor and 
spoke in favor of the resolution.

The Fulton delega- 
tion had refused to nominate Mozley, but 
had gffered the choice «. any Cobb county 
man except Mozley.

The governor will select the men 
according to their ability and competency 
to command, but where two applicants are 
equally competent the one which can bring 
the largest number of volumteers will be 
given the preference. This rule will be 
carried out, but it will in no wise be al- 
lowed to operate toward the appointment 
of incompetent men. Where a man ‘fs not 
known to be entirely capable, he will not 
be appointed, no matter how many men 


he may offer. - 
There will be, little difficulty in raising 


the new regiment, as there are hundreds 
of men anxious to volunteer im a command 
which they know will be given a good op- 
portunity. It is practically certain that the 
Third Georgia will be given a better as- 
signment than the two other Georgia regi- 
rents. By the time the regiment is organ- 
ized and equipped the necessary number 
of troops will have occupied Cuba and the 
Third Georgia will most likely be sent to 
the Philippines or to Porto Rico. This will 
be an ideal trip even to the privates, and 
there are many who will be glad to go. 
Hundre@s have already expressed a deter- 
mination to sacrifice their positions here to 
go with the regiment if it goes to either 
Porto Rico or to the Philippines. _ 

Governor Atkinson will appoint nearly all 
of the officers of the new regiment. He al- 
lowed the field officers of the First and Sec- 
ond Georgia regiments to pick their com- 
pamy and line officers, but this time he 
will make the majority of appointments. 

The appointment of the regimental com- 
mander and his lieutenant and majors will 
be made as soon as the formal cali is re- 
ceived. The governor refuses to say who 
will be mamed as colonel, but it is thought 
by all familiar with the situation that Colo- 
nel John S& Candler will be the man. Colo- 
nel Candler had a conference with the gov- 
ernor yesterday. He called at the executive 
office in the afternoon and remained with 
the governor for quite a while.

ment Company as “being the strongest in- 
stitution of its kind in the south, and es- 
pecially adapted for the investment of 
trust funds, etc., where safety was the 
first object sought. From an investigation 
concerning this company, we find the peo- 
pie of Georgia here. and in other cities, ara 
investing freely with them, We take it, 
therefore, that as long as they can buy 
this stock at par bearing 6 or 5, or even 
4 per cent, they will not hunt up 2% per 
cent investments.

They sincerely’ regretted the ac- 
tion of the police commissioners, and are 
Going to make assiduous efforts not to 
merely induce the commissioners to rescind 
their action, but to influence city council 
to make the office of matron a permanent 
institution, the salary to be paid out of the 
city treasury just the same as any other 
city official. As citizens and taxpayers of 
Atlanta they will go before counc:l Mon- 
day afternoon and ask that their request 
be granted. If councit refuses they will 
go to the legislatur®. 

The meeting at the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association hall yesterday morning 
Was most enthrsiastic. Mrs. Frank R. Lo- 
gan, president of the Sheltering Arms So- 
ciety, called the meeting to order. Mrs. 
J0seph H. Morgan was elected chairman, 
and Miss Mollie Courtney secretary. The 
chairman stated the object of the meeting 
and Mrs. Logan followed in an interesting 
acdress, giving a graphic account of how 
the matron movement originated, saying 
that four police commissioners had ousted 
Miss Holloway when the commissioners 
friendly to the matron were absent. A 
communication was then read from Mr. T. 
J. Leftwich offering to be one out of ten 
men to give $100 td maintain the office. 
Enthusiastic addresses were made by a 
number of ladies present, all being in favor 
ef the re-establishment of the office. Mrs. 
W. L. Peel made one of the most forceful

The committee of citizens and councilmen 
appointed at council meeting several weeks 
‘ago to ascertain if the merchants and em- 
ployees generally of this city would be will- 
ing to close their establishments every 
Saturday at noon has done faithful work 
along this line and have prepared its re- 
port for council next Monday afternoon. 

This report was considered by the ordl- 
nance committee at the city hall yesterday 
afternoon and was reported favorably. The 
measure embraces a request that the coun- 
cil instruct the committee on ordinances and 
legislation to have a bill passed through. 
the state legislature at the next session 
making Saturdays during May, June, July 
and August of every year, from 12 o’clock 
noon to 12 o’clock midnight, legal half-holi- 
days, leaving it entirely optional with em- 
ployers whether they close their establish- 
ments or not. 

The committee found it impossible to get 
all merchants and employers visited to 
agree on a uniform time for closing. All 
thought the change a good thing, but the 
majority differed as to the hours to be pre- 
scribed. The committeemen thought best, 
therefore, to change the move into a gen- 
eral law which they believe will result in a 
half-holiday for employees if passed by the 
legislature. 

The report of the special committee and 
the bill to be introduced in the legislature 
was adopted by the ordinance committee 
yesterday is as fallows: 

“To the Mayor and General Council of At- 
lanta—Gentiemen: Your committee on 
Satur@ay half-holiday cioging beg to report 
that upon investigation they find it impos- 
sible to get everybody to agree upon a cer- 
tain hour to close their places of business, 
some wanting one hour and some another. 
Therefore believing the move to be a good 
one, and that it is acceptable to a large 
majority of the citizens and business men, 
we recommend in order that it may be 
made uniform and apply to all alike that 
the committee on ordinances and legisia- 
tion be requested to endeavor to get the 
next state legislature to pass the following 


act, to-wit: 
“An act making one-half of every Satur- 


day during the months of May, June, July 


| and August a legal holiday. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia that from 
and after the passage of this act each and 
every Saturday during the months of May, 
June, July and August of each and every 
year shall be a legal one-half holiday, be- 
ginning at 12 o’clock noon and ending at 12 
o'clock midnight, for all purposes whatso- 


ever. 
“Sec. 2. Be it further ordained by the au- 
thority aforesaid that all Bills, checks, or 
promissory notes presentable for payment 
or acceptance on Saturday during the 
months of May, June, July and August, 
or of each and every year, or on the pre- 
ceding day, if said preceding day should be 
a legal holiday, shall be presentable for ac- 
ceptance or payment at or before 12 o clock 
noon of such Saturday, but if not then paid 
or accepted a demand for acceptance or 
ent thereof may be made and notice 
of protest or dishonor thereof may be given 
on the next succeeding business dy.

report for Alderman Mayson’'s ordinance 
requiring the proprietors or operators of all 
factories or locomotives where dense smoke 
is emitted to use smoke comsumers. 

The ordinance will go to council Mon- 
day afternoon and will no doubt become 
alaw. The measure gives persons aimena- 
able until January 1, 1899, to construct con- 
sumers on their property and those not 
having complied by that time will have to 
Submit to a severe penalty. Alderman 
Mayson, Councilmen Lumpkin and Adair 
were present at the meeting and ihe «action 
was unanimous. 

Alderman Mayson has been working along 
this line for some time, and has deter- 
mined to rid the city of the smoke nuisance 


if possible. He has made a thorough inves- 
tigation of up to date smoke consumers, 
and has come to the conclusion that there 
are several devices on the market that 
a answered the purpose in every partic- 
ular. 

The consumers, he stated. can be bought 
anywhere from $50 to $300. several laun- 
dri¢és in the city are successfully using 
them now, it is alleged. 

The measure réquires consumers to be 
placed on all switch engines being operated 
in the city. Passenger engines going into 
and out of the city are not amenable. The 
full text of the ordinance is as fv)lows: 


“Section 1. Be @ ordained by the mayor 
and general council that from end after 
January 1, 1899, any owner, agent, Icssee 
or manager of any building, locomotive or 
other structure who shal cause or permit 
dense smoke or smoke containing svot or 
other substance to be emitted from such 
building, factory or local locomtive or oth- 
er structure shall be deemed guiity of main- 
taining a public nuisance, and after szid 
date the causimg or permitting such smoke 
is hereby declared a public nuisance. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further ordained by the au- 
thority aforesaid that the provisions of this 
ordinance shall' not apply to dwelling houses 
nor to locomotives when used solely for 


‘drawing trains into or out of the city. 


“Sec. 3. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid that any vwner, agent, 
lessee or manager of any building, factory, 
locomotive or other structure who shall 
violate the provisions of section 1 of this 
ordinance shall be fined not ‘ess than one 
nor more than one hundred dollars fur each 
violation thereof. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid that any of the persons 
named in section 1 who shall use any smoke 
consumer recommended by the building in- 
spector shall not be amenable to this ordi- 
nance, provided, however, that said build- 
ing inspector shall have the power to con- 
demn the use of any consumer when from 
age, misuse or other cause same 
shall not comsume the 
smoke, and thirty days 
such condemnation such smoke 
consumer must be remedied or replaced 
and in default thereof such persons shall! be 
amenable to the provisions of section 1 of 
this ordinance. 

Sec. ‘5. Be it further orda‘med by the au- 


thority aforesaid that all ordinances and* 


parts of ordinances in conflict with this or- 
dinance be and the same ae hereby re- 
pealed.”

Lieutenant Normoyle came to the city 
yesterday and arranged for.transportation 
for recruits Who are going to Tampa. He 
will have several hundred more to send 
down within a few days. : : 

The troops who leave Fort MePherson 
now are thoroughly equipped. They all 
have uniforms and all have arms. Lieu- 
tenant Normoyle said yesterday that he 
had in requisitions for 12,000 uniforms ana 
other equipments for a like nember of 
troops. 

About 3,000 recrults are now’ stationed at 
the fort and others are coming in at the 
rate of fhlearly 300 per day. They come 
from all parts of the county and repre- 
sent every class of society. , 

Randall Bros,, contractors, have begun 
the work of erecting severa} large bar- 
racks buildings at the fort for the accom- 
mmlation of the recruits. The large num- 
ber of patientg who have been brought to 
the general hospital makes jt necessary to 
utilize the entire space of the brick bar- 
racks buildings. This forces the recruits 
to seek other quarters and the work of 
providing them shelter is yapidly being 
pushed to ocmpletion. 

“T’ullmans,” or triple berth shacks, are 
being built for the recruits. The new 
buiklings are on the same principle as the 
three tier berth barracks built at the fort 
some time ago, but they are much better 
constructed than the first buildings. The 
new bu-ldings will accommodate 1,400 re- 
cruits and with the ‘“Pullmans’’“already in 
use 2,800 men can be sheltered without the 
use of the regular barracks ildings. 

The officers in charge at the fort believe 
tha! the “Pullmamns” will be sufticient to 
shélter all of the troops who will be at 
the fort at any one time. The recruits are 
sent away fast enough to keep the number 
below 3,000 and this insures the fact that 
there will be no more overcrowding. 

Lieutenant Normoyle, the quartermaster, 
will send no more mem away who are not 
equipped. He is receiving uniferms and 
other supplies every @ay and he believes 
thet hereafter he will be able to supply 
tha men as fast as they are to be sent 
away.

For several months council has been be- 
sieged with petitions innumerable from 
the Washington street people for paving, 
and assiduous efforts have been made to 
effect some compromise whereby the citi- 
zens might agree on the character 
of paving, but an agreement is as far off 
as‘in ‘the beginning. In fact, some feeling 
is being displayed by both sides, and there 
may be injunctions before the matter is 
finally settled. 

At the last session of council two peti- 
tions were read from Washington street 
citizens calling- for different kinds of 
paving. The officials had advertised that 
both sides would be heard at this meeting, 
and that council woul@ reach a final de- 
cision on this argument. 

Prominent citizens appeared on both 
sides, and at times waxed warm jin debate, 
one petition wanting trap rock from Wav- 
erly Place to Crumley street, and the other 

wanting asphalt from Hunter street to 
| woseunia avenue. Council referred the 
papers to the street committee to deter- 
mine which application should be granted. 

This committee met yesterday afternoon 
in the assembly room of the city halL 
Chairman Mitchell presided, with Council- 
men LaHatte, Dozier and Alderman Rice 
present, Councilmen Burns, Howard and 
Stephens were absent. It seemed to be 
. the opinion of the committee that discus- 
sion had closed on the subject, and they 
were, therefore, surprised when Attorney 
Henry A. Alexander put in an appearance 
and started to argue in favor of trap 
stone paving. He made some warm siate- 
ments in reference to the opposition, claim- 
ing they were se‘fish in their application 
for asphalt, that they, Yeing able to pay 
for asphalt when others were not, merely 
wanted to pave a few blocks for their own 
personal interests. Mr. Alexander further- 
more declared the owncrs of 3,200 feet front- 
age wanted trap rock, while only the rep- 
resentatives of 1,600 feet wanted asphalt. 
He was about to launch into a-dissertation 
on the merits of trap rock when he was 
stopped by Chairman Mitchell, who stated 
that discussion on the subject had closed 
at the last session of council: and that, 
therefore, further discussion was out of 
order. : 

Alexander Claims Right To Taik. 

Mr. Alexander stated he did not under- 
stand that discussion was cut-off at the 
last meeting of council, but thought that 
citizens had the right to appear before 
committees at any time ang make knoWn 
their rights.

Appropriation for Asphalt. 

Mr. Mitchell made the point that the 
finance committee had made the appro- 
priation of $17,000 for a permanent pav- 
ing for Washington street, which, he said, 
did not mean trap rock. Mr. Alexander 
stated the appropriation sheet did not 
prescribe what kind of paving was to be 
laid. but on the other hand, according to 
the statement of Mr. Peters, the intention 
was to leave the question of character of 
paving open. Mr. Rice stated he, as @ 
“ember of the finance committee, never un- 
derstood it that way, and said it was al- 
ways the intention of the finance commit- 
tee when the appropriation was made to 
pave the street with asphak. 

Chairman Mitchell then put the petitions 
before the committee for aotion. Mr. Rice 
moved that the street be paved with as- 
phalt. Neither Mr. Dozier nor Mr. LaHatte 
would second. Mr. LaHatte thought the 
Washington street people should be given 
another opportunity to reach some com- 
promise. Mr. Dozier seemed to be opposed 
to asphalt. Chairman Mitchell then an- 
nounced that action would be postponed 
until another meeting of the committee, 
when a full attendance could be secured. 
The committee then adjourned, and Mr. 
Mitchell has called another meeting for 
4 o'clock this afternoon, when final action 
will be taken on the subject. No discus- 
sion will be allowed on either side, accord- 
ing to the announcement of the chairman. 

In support of his position, Mr. Alexan- 
der made the following statement after the 


meeting: 


“I do not see that there was any duty” 


or obligation whatsoeever on me to speak 
at the last session of council. Others 
were heard on that occasion, and it was 
the full expectation of my clients to carry 
the fight before the street committee, where 
we expected the other side would also be 
represented. I do not see that the recent 
amendment to the city charter has de- 
prived citizens of their right to be heard 
before the street committe, but I had no 
desire to press the matter in the absence 
of the gentlemen on the other side.”’

She is a prominent member of 
the Georgia Federation of Woman’s Clubs 
and represented the Georgia Woman's 
Press Club at the recent international con- 
gress of press women in Washington. She 
represented the Atlanta Woman's Club as 
well as the Georgia Federation at the 
National Congress of Mothers held in 
Washington this year. 

Miss Rosa Woodberry, though one of the 
youngest club women as to years in the 
state, is among the pioneers of that united 
effort of women in Georgia. She was the 
first member of the National Federation in 
Georgia and has been one of the most en- 
thusiastic members of the Press Club since 
its incipiency. She has faithfully served 
that body as secretary for two years, but 
was yesterday ele-ted vice president.

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WOMEN DEFEAT 
‘\\ SUFFRAGE PLANK 


Friends of the Measure Make a Hard 
and Determined Fight. 


MANY ADDRESSES WERE MADE 


Convention Voted Down the Suffrage 
Plank by Vote of 33 to 18. 


DR. BROUGHTON SPOKE LAST NIGHT 


His Address Was_on “Christian Citi- 
zenship” and was a Strong Argu- 
ment for Prohibéition. 


Union of Georgia, in convention yes- 

terday morning, drew the line on 
universal suffrage ang took the position 
that while there was no good reason why 
women in particular should not be allowed 
to vote, that at the present time ir would 
be inexpedient for them to assert their 
right to the privilege. 

At an early hour yesterday morning the 
delegates began to arrive at the taber- 
nacle, many of them supplied with elo- 
quent and verbose addresses with which

of them. with a feverish desire for the 


dreaded discussion to begin. 

The meeting was’ called to order. by the 
president, Mrs. W. H. Sibley, of Augusta, 
at 9 o’clock, and the work of receiving 
reports from district presidents and local 
unions was taken up, while the delegates 
discussed in undertone the merits of the 
question to be debated and aligned the two 
factions at war with the precision of ex- 
perienced politicians. 

Ten oiglock was the hovr agreed upon 
by the’ convention for the debate whether 
the Weman’s Christian Temperance Union 
should adopt the franchise p:ank of the 
nationa) association, and as the t:me ap- 
proached to decide the fate of the momeén- 
tous question the pulse of the convention 
broke into a mad: gallop. What would 
have been the result had not the leaders 
determined to make the debate a quiet and 
friendly one, it is impcssible to surmise 
with any show of accuracy. 

Mrs. S.bley@ who has occupied the chair 
in the conventions of the state union for 
the past fourteen years, stated before per- 
mitting the discussion to proceed, that 
She had he'd the quesiotn of suffrage at 
bay ir the deliberations of the body for a 
long time and never permitted it to be 
broached, but now that the opposition had 
become so strong she feit that the best 
thing to be done was to look the matter 
right in the face ang have done with it 
once for all. 

,It Wase agreed to give every one who 
had a desire to talk for or against wo- 
men’s right co franchise fifteen minutes 
in which to conclude, This limit was sug- 
gested because it was understood that 
everybody on hand had someth'ng of im- 
portance to say, it being agreed that no 
One delegate hdd a right to consume the 
Whole threé hours,

Mrs. McLendon’s Address.

“What will be the inevitable result if 
you go so far as to adopt this litical 
creed? It will break up the oman’s 
Christian Temperance Union into two dif- 
ferent factions, and the good results that 
have come from our united labors will 
never come again: 

“Susan B. Anthony was right when she 
said some time ago that over many a Geor- 
gia woman's grave would be inscribed the 
words ‘died of.the agitation of woman's 
suffrage.’ It is something that our women 
have to be proud of that they are slow in 
accepting this innovation. 

“It will not do to have some unions in 
the state indorsing this plank and others 
not. I say, for one, Jet those who desire 
to work for woman’s suffrage go out and 
join the suffrage society, where they can 
do more good for the cause than they can 
here. I say again we have ng right to 
bring this Christian institution’inta poli- 
tics, and I cannot vote for the adoption 
of this plank.”’ 

The debate at this point began to be 
somewhat general, those on each side 
gathering around their leaders and éonfer- 
ing as to the final result. 

The speaking continued at a furious rate 
and the chair was kept busy recognizing 
the delegates as they rose to interrupt the 
speakers with pungent and pointed ques- 
tions. It has been estimated by those who 
paid particular atiention that over haif 
of the convention went to the stand to 
solve the question openly. Many clear and 
logical arguments were presented, how- 
ever, and it appeared that the two sides 
were about evenly matched. 


Many Made Speeches. 


Splendid addresses were made during the 
morning by Mrs. J. H. Sibley, of Union 
Point: Mrs. *’.

The time of the convention was 
taken up largely with the election of offi- 
cers for the ensuing year. 

Mrs. W. C. Sibley, of Augusta, was unan- 
imously re-elected president of the state 
union, aS an appreciation on the part of 
the delegates of her earnest work and de- 
votion to the cause of temperance. 

Mrs. Walter B. Hili, of Macon, was 
electe@ vice president; Mrs. J. A. Thomas, 
recording secretary; Mrs. G. A. Cochran, 
of Atlanta, corresponding secretary, and 
Mrs. J. F. Moore, of Oxford, treasurer. 

A resolution was introduced and unan- 
imously adopted asking the next legislature 
for the submission of a constitutional prox 
wnibitory amendment, 

Dr. L. G. Broughton delivered his lec- 
ture, entitled “Christian Citizenship or tae 
Sacredness of the Daily Life,’’ before the 
convention of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Umion last night. His address was 
a strong one and touched very much on the 
intended prohibition campaign that he says 
is to be waged. ; 

-Loud applause was often interjected into 
his speech by the audience and especially 
was this the case when he alluded to the 
abolishment of the office of matron at the 
polieé barracks. He said it looked like econ- 
omy run to seed and the seed run wut. 

He spoke of the mayor’s race and of the 
crime that was extant in the city, 99 per 
cent of which, he said, was traceable to 
drinking. . 

Mrs. J. H. Sibley, of Union Point, presi- 
dent of the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Wnion of Georgia, made a short ajdress on 
two points which, she said, come within 
the lim‘?ts of reform as practiced by the 
union. She spoke of the use of tobacco, 
which she severely condemned and of Sab- 
bath breaking. She spoke of these as kin- 
dred evils and among the worst. Almost, 
she said, equal to the whisky traillic, 

A number of vocal solos were a the pro- 
gramme that &dded much to the cvening’s 
entertainment. The selo by Miss Icdith 
Williams ‘was a beautiful rendition. 

Dr. Broughton was introduced, 
part said: 

“Upon this subject much has been said, 
and still the matter is umsettlied. I cannot 
see why there shouid be any need tor a 
discussion. God never intended that man’s 
citizenship should be divorced trom fis 1e- 
ligion. Nowhere do we \find him serving wn 
one capacity as a citizen and in another 
as a Christian..,God is wut to »e ze,ected 
to preside over sacred and secular things 
pndependently. Indeed, there is no secular 
to a Chr.stian. His life is ail -acred. When 
he came ew God through Jesus ('lrrist, he 
enlisted for life with all his talents and 
powers. Everything heuceforth wi‘ch he 
‘touches is to be handled with sacred fin- 
gers. This is the emphatic teachiag of our 
text. To his principle there are always 
objections to be raised. The business man 
Whose idea of life is to get al) he can, any 
way he can and keep it as Bng as “e can 
will object. I remember such an objection 
once oftered by a friend of mine in business. 
He was what is known as a cuibstone 
banker. He had just loaned a mun $26 for 
thirty days at the rate of 75 per cent in- 
terest. As a matter of fact, such @ man 
will object to bringing religion imto busi- 
ness. The politicians will object. He knows 
he will have to, tse less deceit, tell fewer, 
lies, stop buying votes and stuffing ballot 
boxes and be forced to snake hands all the 
year round instead of a few weeks before 
election. Yes, and whem he gets in office 
he will ask only one question, ‘Is it right? 
instead of asking as he does todwy, ‘Is it 
popular, or will it pay?” The society man 
will object. He knows when he brings to 
bear upon his social life the religion of 
Christ that his card tables, wine suppers, 
theaters and ballrooms will have to go. 

“But the question which we afe to face 
in this day of pract.cal religion is, ‘What is 
right?” Ought Christianity to attempt more 
than the salvation of the souls of :nen? I 
shall maintain that it should: that the gos- 
pel of the apostle as set forth in this text 
lays upon us the responsibility of regenerat- 
ing life as well as the soul. With tnis in 
view. we may hope that Christianity alone 
is able to solve every problem tiat per- 
tains to mankind. And if this be true, 
Christianity ought to enaeavor to lay hold 
of and conform the affairs of ‘tife to its 
own great princ'ples. 

“There is Christianity enough in America 
alone today to drive from the face ofthe 
earth the necessity for every prison cell 
and like institution thaz now exists. How 
unwise even from a business standpoint 
is our custom. The best posted man in 
Atlanta says 90 per cent of a‘l crime here 
is chargeab‘e to whisky. Look, then, at the 
cost of crime:to say nothing of its other re- 
sults, and then take the question of license, 
see what wget of it, and make the cal- 
culation and see how far we come out be- 
hind. There is not a business man here 
who would run ris business on such a 
losins scale. Why is it we can’t all see 
this? A prominent official the other day 
sald threugh one of our lead'ng papers, 
‘we can’t afford to agitate this question— 
it causes too much strife.’ Great God, I 
want to ask this distinguished official what 
he thinks of the strife that is being caused 
every day by allowing the iniquity to exist. 
Weeping wives and mothers, hungry starv- 
ing children, neglected orphans, ruined 
prospects, diseased bodies, premature 
deaths and hell and damnation for eternity. 
Away with such silky talk of ‘strife.’ 
Christ said He’ come not to bring peace, 
but a sword. I tell you, Chr'stianity ‘s to 
no little extent responsible for all the hor- 
rors of this curse. Our religion can't be 
divorcea from our citizenship. The drunk- 
ard goes to hell, the saioon makes him 
drunk, the law makes his. Lcense_ and 
Christianity makes the law. The majority 
of our leg slature is Christian. Look at 
that claim, will you? Every link joined: 
Foliow it up to the judgment. The drunk- 
ard starts for hell and the Christian starts 
for heaven. Oh, Christian voter, when

Report of Board of Visitors Makes Num- 
ber of Criticisms, 


SAYS THE DISCIPLINE IS BAD 


Asks foiGymnasium, but Wants Foot- 
ball Abolished. 


RECOMMENDS AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL 


Beard Does Not Believe That Chapter 
Houses Are Best for Morals 
of Students.

versity has filed its report with Gov- 

ernor Atkinson. The report deals with 
every department of the university and 
does not hesitate to criticise what the Visit- 
ors think needs remedying. 

The report recommends changes in the 
departments of geology and astronomy 
and says that not nearly enough time its 
devoted to these two departments. The 
importance of geology to students in the 
university is called to the attention of the 
governor. 

The department of English is mentioned 
as one of those in which there might be 
an improvement. The board thinks more 
time should be devoted to the study of 
English and criticises the fact that at 
present Greek and Latin occupy more time 
than English in the university. 

The board recommends the establishment 
of a gymnasium with a competent instruct- 
or, but declares that football should be 
abolished. 

The discipline of the school, from what 
could be learned, is stated as not being 
what it shoud. 

Chapter houses are given a roast. While 
there is no recommendation that they be 
abolished, the board does not believe that 
tney are conducive to the good morals of 
the students. 

The department of agriculture is spoken 
of and the board believes changes should 
be made. Certain changes are suggested. 

The report in full is as follows: 

"We, the board of visitors to the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, appointed by you according 
to law, have visited and examined person- 
a.ly the condition and management of 
Said institution, have discharged our. duties 
and submit for your consideration the fol- 
lowing report: 

in our efforts to learn’ the true -condi- 
tions in the university we have had the 
courteous and untiring attention of Chan- 
cellor Boggs and every member of the fac- 
ulty. We have mingled w.th the students 
and the citizens of Athens with whom 
we have talked freely that we might ar- 
rive at correct conciusions in regard to 
certain phases of university life. 

We lirgi the faculty of the university 
a very able body of educators. Most of 
them are young and enthusiastic teacners, 
and they carry into: their work zeal 
strengthened by experieiuce. The ability 
es efficiency of the older members of the 
aculty need no commendation at our hands.

The completion of a 
liberal education requires that more work 
be done in geology and astronomy. 


Mathematics, Etc. 


“The department of chemistry, mathemat- 
ics, physics and engineering are in a high 
state of efficiency. The splendid equipment 
and apparatus iu:nished the departments 
of physics, chemistry ad engineering, af- 
ford abundant facilities for work of a very 
high class. 

School of History. 


' “The school of history during ‘the past 


year has given instruction to 247 students 


in the academic department, and including 
law class, the total enrollment reaches 204. 
Though this is the largest school in the 
university, it. has only one instructor. We 
wish to testify to the high character of the 
instruction given in the school of history, 
but we believe the larger classes should be 
@ivided, and hence we recommend that an 
assistant with the rank of tutor be given 
this school.

With pleasure do we 
note that each year they are becoming more 
efficient instruménts of culture, Only those 

upils who attend regularly and take active

Library. 

“We find that the library is supplied with 
many of the leading periodicals of America 
and Europe. About 200 volumes have been 
added to the library during the past yéar. 
Most of these have been for the department 
of. biography and history. The library is 
noW being catalogued according to an im- 
proved system, and when this is completed, 
the library will have a greater working ca- 
pacity. 

Drawing. ~ 


‘Because of the great educative value of 
drawing, ana its importance in learning the 
sciences, especially biology, we recommend 
that drawing be made compulsory for the 
students, 

State Normal College. , 
“We desire to‘ commend in the highest 
terms the great work being done for the 
common schools of Georgia by the State 
Normal college. Its faculty is comppsed of 
earnest and thoroughly compete men 
and women. This institution should receive 
at the hands of the people the most liberal 


support. 
Athletics. 

‘We believe that it is not cnly neces- 
éary to foster the athletic spirit in the 
university, as it pertaiffs to outdoor sports, 
but that :everything possible should he 
dome to encourage systematic physical 
training. There are no provisions for in- 
door athletic work. It is represented to 
us that the sports engaged in heretofore 
reach not more than 15 or 20 per cent of the 
student body. In order that systematic, 
seientific, physical training necessary to the 
development of the body may be given the 
young men of the universtiy, we recom- 
mend that.at the earliest poss-ble moment 
a gymnasium be established on the campus 
and placed under the management of &@ 
competent director. A judicious .compul- 
sory physical culture course would be a po- 
tent factor in the improvement of discip- 
line, 

Inter-Collegiate Football. 

“Thorough investigation leads us to the 
conclusion that the best interest of the uni- 
versity demands that intercollegiate foot- 
ball be discontinued. In making this recom- 
mendation we do not underrate the impor- 
tance of emulation in college athletics. 


Chapter Houses. 


“Quite a number of the secret fraterni- 
ties have established chapter houses in the 
city. In a chapter house no person except 
the members of that fraternity controlling 
it are permitted to reside. We disapprove 
of the chapter house phase of college life 
as it is exhibited to us at the present time. 
Nothing has come to our kmowledge which 
would justify us in recommending that the 
system be abolished, but we fear that the 
effect will be to lower the standard of mor- 


als among the young men and injuré the 


interests of the university. 

“Wt ftimd that it is a common practice 
for many students who enter the higher 
classes or who fail to pass in certain stud- 
ies in the lower classes to defer such stud- 
ies until late in their courses, and by hasty 
work: and ‘cramming’ prepare fvr their 
examinations, which are not always So se- 
vere as those in the regular class work. 
In this way the mental training so much 
desired is entirely lost. We recommend that 
students be required to make up studies 
in which they are deficient in class as soon 
as possible after such deficiencies are made 
known. 


Classroom Furniture. 


‘Many of the classrooms need to have 
their uncomfortabie desks and seats re- 
placed by furniture of a modern pattern 


Discipline. 


From unmistakable evidence of mischief 
and disorder which have come to our 
knowledge, we are painfully forced to the 
conclusion that the @iseipline at the unl- 
versity is not what it shouid be. 

Dining Hall. 

We believe that a dining hall established 
and properly conducted on the co-operative 
plan would reduce the cost of living at the 
univ@sity and put the valuable instruction 
given there in the reach of many worthy 
young men whose limited means now pre- 
vent their attendance. 


Buildings and Grounds. 


The buildings and grounds show that 
much care ts bestowed on them. Science 
hall is a new buiiding just completed in 
accordance with the appropriation made by 
the legislature for that purpose. It is an 
ornament to the campus, and it is admirably 
adapted to the purpose for which it was 
designed. It is occupied by the chancellor 
and the schoot of chemistry. The school 
of biology will also be located in it. 

Department of Agriculture. 

Whatever may be the cause, agricuiture 
is not satisfactorily taught at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, nor is there sufficient ap- 
plication of the related sciences to agricul- 
tural pursuits. The anatomy of a frog is 
well taught, but no student in the universi- 
ty is taught either to identify or destroy 
that terrible enemy to the fruit industry of 
Georgia, the San Jose scale. None of the 
departments correlate sufficiently with the 
school*of agriculture. We believe that the 
failure of tne school to mect the expecta- 
tions of its promoters is greatly due to the 
system and we earnestly recommend that 
some radical changes be made in this de- 
partment. The school of agriculture does 
not receive that support from the depart- 
ments of the sciences related to agriculture 
that it has a right to expect. We are in- 
formed that certain changes are contem- 
plated in this depariment that will increase 
its usefulness and efficiency. We hope these 
changes will result in placing the school of 
Agriculture where it rightly be-ongs— 
among the best equipped departments of 
the university. 

We are of the opinion that the instruction 
given in the State College of Agriculture 
and Mechanical Arts is of great educational 
value and that it meets the requirements 
of the landscrip act in that it includes 
such branches of learning as are related to 
agriculture and mechanical arts in such 
manner as the legislature prescribes. The 
literal side of education is aH that could be 
desired, the practical, as related to agricul- 
ture, shouid be straightened. 

in. this connection we may add that the 
military feature is kept up to the usual 
standard.

Governor Atkinson received an appeal 
from the ministers of Chattanooga yester- 
day, asking him to stop the lawlessness. 
The following letter was sent to the gov- 
ernor on behalf of the Pastors’ Associa- 
tion of Chattanooga: 


“To His Excellency, Governor Atkinson— 
Dear Sir: Pastors and others of the city of 
Chattanooga would respectfully represent 
to your excellency that great disorder is 
prevailing in your good county of Walker, 
just outside the Chickamauga park, Cer- 
tain parties, mostly from this city, have 
opened drinking places and gambling dens 
just outside the park and are inveigiing 
the sidiers into them.

Mason Claims That Ramspeck Talked 
About His Father—Son of Ex- 
Treasurer DeKalb County. 


George A. Ramspeck and Carlos H. Mason 
had a difficulty on Whitehall street yester- 
day and a trial taking place in the police 
court occurred half an hour later. 

Mr. Mason gave a version of the affair, 
which, while it appealed strongly to all who 
heard it, did not exonorate him in a legal 
sense, according to the decision of the re- 
corder. 

The cause of the difficulty was an old 
story about a former official of DeKalp 
county, Mr. J. A. Mason, the father of the 
young man with whom Mr.- Ramspeck had 
the fight. A few years ago the elder Mason 
was charged with being behind in his ac- 
counts as treasurer of DeKalb county and 
there was a public investigation and the 
case is still pending. 

During the investigation of Treasurer Ma- 
son’s accounts, after the alleged deficit was 
charged, (Mr. George A, Ramspeck took a 
hand, as he was at that time a county cem- 
missioner of DeKalb. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Mason met Mr. 
Ramspeck and there were some warm 
words used and during the talk Patrolman 
Phillips came up. As he was nearing the 
two men Mr. Ramspeck motioned him to 
approach. The officer found there was 
about to be a difficulty and while he was 
endeavoring to keep the peace Mr. Mason 
landed a blow on Mr. Ramspeck’s cheek 
near the left eye, leaving a bruise. The 


taken to the barracks, where a trial was'| 
had at once, the police court being in ess- 
sion, 

To the recorder Mr. Ramspeck made the 
following statement: 

“T was walking down Whitehall street 
when I was stopped by Mr. Mason, who 
began to abuse me because 1 had once 
taken) part. officially. In the investigation of 
his father’s accounts as treasurer of De- 
Kalb county, where I reside. I remarked 
that I was not responsib'e for his father’s 
acts and he bé@ame so abusive that I mo- 
tioned to an officer to come up. After/ the 
poli¢eman was there Mr. Mason said some- 
thing anpout my being a liar and struck me 
a blow.’ 

Mr. Mason stated: 

When I saw Mr. Ra:mspeck I suddenly 
became angry when I thought of all the 
wrongs he had done me. He has said many 
things about my father since the accusation 
against him, and it was to speak of this 
that I stopped him. After the officer came 
up Mr. Ramspeck said: ‘Your father was 
a @windler and a defaulter,’ and as he ut- 
tefed the worde_I struck him. The only 
py yd I regret is that the officer pulled me 
Oo gs ‘ 


T’wo witnesses corroborated the testimony 
of Mr. Ramspeck and one the statement 
of Mr. Mason. 

‘Mr. Mason said he could have secured 
other disinterested witnesses if he had had 
the time. ' 

Recorder Calhoun stated that he did not 
think Mr. Mason had the right to assault 
or attack Mr. Ramspeck under the circum- 
stances. 

“But there were other things he said about 
my father and my family,” remarked Mr. 
Mason, “‘but I have not the witnesses here 
to prove them now.” 

“Still,” replied the recorder, “you had not 
the right to attack another for talking 
about the misdeeds of a public official even 
if he was your father. What your father 
did Was a matter of public record and Mr. 
Ramspeck acted as an official In his in- 
vestigations.”’ 

“Rut it was what he had been saying,” 
interrupted Mr. Mason, “‘and I stood it just 
as long as I could.” 

The recorder fined Mr. $10.75, 
which he promptly paid.
